breed in the United States and Canada should number 
one hundred, we would publish a story of the first one hun- 
dred Dairy Queens. The first ninety-nine came in, and 
then as we were waiting for No. 100, in came three al- 
most in a row. We are, accordingly, pleased to announce 
that there are now 102 Holsteins in the United States and 
Canada that have passed the 1000-lb. mark for butterfat 
in a year. Of these, 91 are registered on the books of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America, eleven on the 
Canadian books alone and one on both American and Can- 
adian books. When we published Holstein-Friesian Foun- 
dations, a little over a year ago, there were just seventy- 
five of them, the list having increased by thirty-six per 
cent in the past fourteen months. The pedigrees of the 
first seventy-five together with their pictures, appeared in 
Foundations, and about a dozen have since been published 
in The World. The balance will appear as time and space 


Fc some time we have planned that as soon as the list 


permit, but as they are coming out at a rate of almost 
two each month it is difficult to keep pace with them. 

The first record above 1000 lbs. fat to be made by any 
cow of any age or breed was finished in November, 1911, 
by Pontiac Clothilde De Kol 2d, in the herd of Stevens 
Nearly thirteen years later,

It is likely that when the records for the year are all 
in, this year will exceed any year that has gone before. 

The oldest cow of the breed to make a year record 
above 1000 lbs. fat is Annie Wayne Princess Posch, own- 
ed by W. C. Houck, Chippawa, Ont., whose record was 
made at the age of 12 years, 8 months, 8 days. Another 
in 12-year-old form is the World’s Champion 12-year-old 
over all breeds, Anna Lenox De Kol 2d, whose record of 
1094.07 lbs. fat was made at the age of 12 years, 2 months, 
20 days. She is owned by Harry Yates, Orchard Park, 
N.Y. 

The youngest cow of any breed to produce over 1000 
lbs. fat is Finderne Holingen Fayne with 1116.05 lbs. fat 
at the age of 3 years, 4 months, 14 days. She is the 
World’s Champion of her class or younger for all breeds 
and was bred and developed by Bernhard Meyer, Fin- 
derne, N. J. 

At the head of the list of Dairy Queens is De Kol 
Plus Segis Dixie with a strictly official record of 1349.31 
lbs. fat. She has two records above 1100 Ibs. fat and is 
owned by D. Raymond, Vaudreuil, Quebec. Canada also 
has the second and third highest producers of any breed 
and the World’s Champion senior three-year-old over all 
breeds.

24,000 lbs. The average milk production of the entire 
list of 102, considering the milk record made with the 
largest fat record of each is 28,772 lbs., the average fat 
production being 1024 lbs. The average test of the en- 
tire list is therefore almost exactly 3.75 per cent. While 
this is somewhat higher than the average test of the 
breed on long-time work, it is generally considered about 
right for the breed and a good ideal toward which our 
breeders should strive, being neither too high nor too low. 


The highest tester is Bella Pontiac with 4.66 per cent, 
her record being 27,191 lbs. milk containing 1270 Ibs. 
fat. The lowest tester is Helm Veeman Woodcrest with 
2.77 per cent. She is the World’s Champion heifer un- 
der full age for milk with 36,217.7 lbs., her fat produc- 
tion being 1003.86 lbs. Two others on the list tested un- 
der 3 per cent for the year and in all twenty-six or just 
over one-fourth of the entire number tested over 4 per 
cent for the year. 

In studying the breeding of the first 102 Dairy Queens, 
we cannot but be impressed with the fact that two great 
old time foundation sires appear somewhere in the an- 
cestry of each of them at least once, and in many cases 
several times. These two sires are Netherland Prince 
and Billy Boelyn. The former, whose picture appears in 
connection with this story, was imported in 1880 by Smiths 
& Powell, and headed the herd of these pioneer breeders 
for twelve years. His prepotency is proven by the fact 
that his name appears about two thousand times in the 
102 pedigrees of the 1000-lb. fat producers, appearing over 
seventy times in one pedigree alone. Incidentally it might 
. be mentioned that Mr. E. A. Powell, the only surviving 
member of the firm of Smiths & Powell, is still breed- 
ing Holsteins at the old Powell farm near Syracuse, N. 
Y., and that his present herd sire traces one hundred 
times to Netherland Prince. This sire was exhibited four 
times in succession at the New York State fair, winning 
three first prizes and one second, twice heading the Gold 
Medal herd and one, in 1886, winning a gold medal for 
“bull and produce’”’. 


We are glad to be able to publish in this issue, through 
the courtesy of Hon. Gerrit S. Miller and Frank Norton 
Decker, a new and previously unpublished picture of Billy 
Boelyn, who ranks next to Netherland Prince as an an- 
cestor of the Dairy Queens. He was imported by Mr. 
Miller in 1876, and was considered the finest young bull 
in Holland. His daughters proved to be the milking sen- 
sations of their day. In the show ring he headed Mr. Mil- 
ler’s Gold Medal Herd at the New York State Fair in 
i880, and the following years at the head of the Edgar 
Huidekoper show herd won numerous championships at 
Pennsylvania and Ohio shows and elsewhere. His son, 
Empire, and a grandson of the latter, Sir Henry of Maple- 
wood, ranked with the great sires of their day, as did 
another of his sons, Burly, and many other early descend- 
ants. The blood of Billy Boelyn is still strong in Mr. 
Miller’s Kriemhild Herd at Peterboro, N. Y., the oldest 
herd in America. 

Further study of these 102 pedigrees reveals the fact 
that De Kol 2d, the first 26-lb. cow on A. R. O. test and

the foundation cow of the De Kol family, appears at least 
once in the ancestry of all except one of the Dairy Queens, 
some of them tracing to her as many as twenty-seven 
times. She appears considerably over 1000 times in the 
102 pedigrees. 

Among the comparatively recent sires, we find that 
Sarcastic Lad appears at least once as an ancestor of 
forty of the Dairy Queens. Hengeryeld De Kol appears 
once or more in thirty-seven, Pontiac Korndyke in thirty- 
one and King Segis in twenty-four of the pedigrees. 


The only sire with four daughters above 1000 lbs. fat 
is Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes, who also has two grand- 
daughters in the list. Pontiac Korndyke has a daughter 
and six granddaughters giving him more descendants in 
the first two generations above the 1000-lb. mark than any 
other sire. Following is a list of the thirteen sires that 
have three or more daughters or granddaughters or both 
on the list.

elle Colantha Lad. Several others have two granddaugh- 
ters and no daughters or one daughter and one grand- 
daughter on the list. 

Thus far only one of the 1000-lb. fat producers has a 
daughter above 1000 Ibs. fat. She is, of course, Spring 
Brook Bess Burke 2d, the dam of Bess Johanna Ormsby, 
As yet no one cow has more than one daughter on the list, 
and only one cow has two different sons with daughters on 
the list. She is Finderne Pride Johanna Rue, who herself 
appears on the list, her two sons, Finderne Pride Fayne 
and Finderne Pride Jchanna Korndyke, together having 
three daughters on the list. 

The 102 Dairy Queens have together made no less than 
111 records above 1000 lbs. fat. Adirondac Wietske Dairy 
Maid, as we all know, has four times exceeded this fig- 
ure and is the only cow of any breed to perform this feat 
more than twice. Other repeaters are De Kol Plus Segis 
Dixie, Lady Roberts Colantha, Segis Pietertje Prospect, 
Princess Aaggie Polkadot De Kol, Kolrain Finderne Bess 
and Anna Lenox De Kol 2d. The seven repeaters repre-

Canary Snowball Gettie 672916 has 
just become Washington’s first 40-lb. 
cow and this just after breaking the 
World’s Record in the 305-day divi- 
sion. As already announced, she 
freshened as a junior three-year-old, 
made a 33-lb. record, finished her ten 
months with 767.78 lbs. fat of 959.72 
lbs. butter, from 22,132 lbs. milk, her 
butter standing first and her milk 
second in this division and class. She 
carried calf 195 days, freshening 
again as a junior four-year-old and 
making a record of 40.2 lbs. butter 
from 618.0 lbs. milk. She is the first 
heifer to break the World’s Record 
on long test and then come back with 
a 40-lb. record in heifer form. She 
was bred by R. E. Ammeter, Center, 
Washington and made her record at 
Western State Hospital, Fort Steila- 
coom, Washington, being fitted, 
milked and cared for through both 
tests by Tom Webster, herdsman at 
the hospital farm. 





Another For Washington

301119 is one of the latest 34,000-Ib. 
cows and another bright jewel in 
Washington’s Holstein crown. Her 
record just finished is 34,510.9 Ibs.

in the state. It is her second record 
above 25,000 lbs. milk and her second 
above 1,000 lbs. butter, her first rec- 
ord above this figure being made in 
junior four-year-old form. She is a 
daughter of King Lunde Oregon of 
Nooksack from a 26-lb. and 845-lb. 
dam, her second dam being a 20-lb. 

She 
herself was bred by H. J. Evans, 
Ferndale, Washington and made her 
record at the Seattle farm of Carna- 
tion Milk Farms.

A Correction in National Awards 


N CONNECTION with our report of the Holstein 
Hl awards at the National Dairy Show, we made the state- 

ment that Minnesota Holstein Company, Austin, Minn., 
won the banner as premier exhibitor and Hargrove & 
Arnold, Norwalk, Iowa, won the banner as_ premier 
breeder. This was on the basis of our figures from the 
catalog of the show. We find, however, that these 
awards are based only upon the amount of money offered 
by the National Dairy Show and do not include the added 
money offered by the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America. The final awards, as officially announced by 
Manager Skinner of the National Dairy Association, give 
the premier exhibitor banner to Hargrove & Arnold by 
a margin of only $5.00 over the Minnesota Holstein Com- 
pany and when the figures were checked up for premier 
breeder, it was found that a tie existed between these 
two exhibitors. Two beautiful banners indicating this 
fact have been prepared and delivered to both firms. 
This is the closest contest for these banners in the his- 
tory of the National Dairy Show and indicates the keen- 
ness of the competition at this leading show of the year. 
We are sorry if our premature announcement of the 
matter has caused any confusion. 


An Unsafe Promotion Scheme 


EFERENCE was made in these colums a few weeks 
R ago to a promotion effort that is being circulated in 

the Southwest, looking toward the propagation of 
a new breed of dairy cow from the blending of Hol- 
stein and Jersey blood. We now learn that this letter 
has been circulated quite largely throughout the middle 
and southwestern states and we want to express our 
opinion of it. 

In the first place, the whole proposition is founded upon 
the fallacy that the mating of the Holstein and Jersey 
breeds will result in an animal combining the best char- 
acteristics of both breeds; in other words, the size, con- 
stitution and heavy milk production of the Holsteins with 
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the high test of the Jerseys. Authorities on breeding are 
a unit in declaring that cross breeding is not a success, 

The promoters of this plan in seeking to form what 
they call the Climatic Breeders Association, are not at- 
tempting to appeal to constructive breeders as might be 
expected if there was a sincere desire to propagate an 
improved breed of dairy cattle. Rather, it seeks to in- 
terest one man in a county, “preferably a professional 
or business man with office or place of business in the 
county seat.” To these men is held out the allurement 
of “big money” from registering and marketing of the 
animals produced from this cross breeding. blend. 

The thinking farmer will at once recognize that new 
breeds are not successfully evolved from such hit-or-miss 
methods. They will recognize that it is purely a promo- 
tion scheme and they will keep out of it. 

We have heard of some instances of satisfactory re- 
sults from mating purebred Holstein bulls on grade Jer- 
sey dams, but as a proposition to propagate a new breed, 
this plan is a good one to leave alone.

standing blue ribbon winner in this class at the 
recent National. The bull is King Pietertje Ormsby Piebe 
Jewel, second prize three-year-old being beaten in class 
only by the Grand Champion of the show. Next to him 
stands Dorothy Ormsby Piebe, who won second place 
in the class of three-year-old heifers after a stern battle 
with Madam Artis Wayne Denver, who was later made 
Grand Champion of the show. These two great three-year- 
olds are both sired by King Pietertje Ormsby Piebe him- 
self. Next to Dorothy stands Piebe Artis Burke, who won 
seventh prize in the two-year-old class, showing at a 
handicap against fresh heifers in one of the strongest 
classes of the show. She was a consistent winner all 
around the state fair circuit. She is a daughter of King 
Piebe and thus a granddaughter of King Pietertje Ormsby 
Piebe. Miss De Kol Piebe, the first prize junior yearling, 
and another daughter of King Piebe stands next, and 
on the end Triune Piebe. Fobes, first prize heifer calf 
and a very outstanding daughter of Triune Ormsby Piebe, 
one of the best sons of K. P. O. P.- The picture itself 
bears out the records of the animals, establishing this 
as one of the great exhibitor’s herds in the history of 
the National. While it is, perhaps, too much to say that 
this is the best exhibitor’s herd that has ever come out 
at the National, because there have been some strong 
ones in past years, we do believe we are safe in making 
the assertion that no exhibitor has ever before brought 
out five animals for exhibitor’s herd, all of his own breed- 
ing, that would equal this K. P. O. P. string, bred and 
exhibited by Hargrove & Arnold, Norwalk, Iowa. Tell 
us if we are wrong here. 


Farming is Just a Business 


HE leading feature in the current number of “The 

Nation’s Business, published by the Chamber of 

Commerce of the United States, is an article under 
the above heading written by a North Dakota farmer. 
The. author, Mr. John Scott, describes himself as a “dirt 
farmer,” who makes his living from running his own farm. 
His views on the problems of the farmer and the relation- 
ship of farming to so-called “big business,” are refresh- 
ingly different. He maintains that “big business” has 
helped the farmer, and that it is up to the farmer to work 
out his own problems rather than to sit back and hope 
to be saved by political cure-alls. He makes some most 
interesting comparisons regarding prices of farm products 
in the “good old days,’ which when compared with 
present day prices of the things the farmer sells as well 
as buys, do not look so bad, especially when we keep in 
mind the more efficient production and less expensive 
marketing made possible by modern machinery. He ex- 
plains a part of the unrest of the farmer today as caused 
by a comparison with what the city worker receives for 
his labor, maintaining that the comparison, to be _ busi- 
nesslike, should be based on what the city worker SAVES, 
a vastly different proposition. 

After citing some of the disastrous experiences of the 
Non-Partisan League in attempting to found a Utopia in 
North Dakota, Mr. Scott says: 

“Any method of farm aid is unsound. I am not 
trying to dodge any issues when I say that no matter 
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what the aid is, it is certain to stimulate over-produc- 
tion—over-production not as an occasional accident, 
but as a settled habit. It occurs to me that if farm- 
ing is a business venture—and it is nowadays—it 
must get along on its merits just as any other busi- 
ness does. If it is petted, if prices are artificially 
raised, more men will become farmers; and those 
who are now farmers will overproduce on the crops 
that are guaranteed or almost guaranteed; and the 
balance will be disturbed. We will find farming 
based on something other than supply and demand, 
something artificial, and there is nothing ahead but 
chaos.” ; 
At the end of the article Mr. Scott sums up his 
whole argument in the following concise statement: 
“We must remember that farming is a business, 
subject to business hazards; and that there are suc- 
cessful and unsuccessful farmers just as there are 
successful and unsuccessful grocers or clothiers; 
and that there always will be in spite of anything 
we can do; and if the unsuccessful ones are bolstered 
up artificially, the whole thing is on a false basis and 
cannot exist.” 
It may be heresay, but we believe this is a common 
sense viewpoint. 


World’s Dairy Congress Proceedings 


The Proceeding of the World’s Dairy Congress meet- 
ings, which were held in Washington, Syracuse, and 
Philadelphia in 1923, have been printed by the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

They make two volumes of some 1,600 pages, which 
have been carefully edited and thoroughly indexed under 
the supervision of Dr. L. A. Rogers, of the Bureau of 
Dairying, U. S. Dept. of Agriculture, who was chairman 
of the Program Committee for the Congress. 

Announcement is made by H. E. Van Norman, Presi- 
dent of the World’s Dairy Congress, that copies of Pro- 
ceedings have been mailed to each subscriber to the 
funds of the Congress, to each delegate who registered, 
in attendance at the Congress, and to the libraries of 
the agricultural colleges and experiment stations. 

The two volumes may be secured while the supply 
lasts from the Superintendent of Documents, Govern- 
ment Printing Office, Washington, D. C., at $1.25 per 
volume.

Chief Larson Discusses the Dairy Situation 


Detroit, Mich., Nov. 15.—The picture of the United 
States as the largest producer and the greatest consumer 
of dairy products in the world was drawn for delegates 
to the Eighth Annual Meeting of The National Coopera- 
tive Milk Producers’ Federation in session here today by 
Dr. C. W. Larson, Chief of the Dairy Bureau, United 
States Department of Agriculture. Dr. Larson confined 
himself to international aspects of dairying and pointed 
out that while relatively small amounts of dairy products 
are either imported to or exported from the United 
States, American dairy farmers are seriously concerned 
with the international trade in those products. “In recent 


years,” said the Government expert, “we have just about 
had a balance between production and consumption of 
dairy products. 


“Dairy production has increased enormously in the last 
50 years in this country. In 1880 we exported, to various 
countries of the world, over 40 million pounds of butter 
and 125 million pounds of cheese. 


“As soon as the war had gotten under way all of the 
dairy products that could be spared in this country were 
needed.in Europe. Europe’s needs were so great that

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VENTURA COUNTY BOYS AND 
GIRLS HOLD MEETING 


The Ventura County, California 
Calf Club has been in _ existence 
since 1921, when the first eleven mem- 
bers each purchased purebred Hol- 
stein heifer calves. In 1922, seven 
new members were added, making a 
very strong, live organization that has 
been of great benefit to its members. 
Now that these original animals have 
freshened once or twice, it is interest- 
ing to look over records kept on pro- 
duction and expense to see if the 
members are really making a profit 
over cost of feed and labor. 

The boys and girls, for there are 
three girl members, receive their rec- 
ord sheets from the local agricultural 
Extension Service, and are visited as 
frequently as possible by the Assist- 
ant State Club Leader and the Farm 
Adviser, who give assistance on the 
boys’ problems. The club meets about 
once a month to go over its work and 
to plan for picnics, field meetings and 
general get-to-gether times, many of 
which have been held. 

On September 12, the Club met at 
the home of two of the members, Gor- 
don and Kenneth Clow, near Santa 
Paula, and at this meeting the records 
of Gordon were presented for analy- 
sis. His cow, Pearl Ertel, freshened 
from second calf on July 2, was put on 
production record on the 8th, milking 
three times a day until the end of 
the month. Since then she has been 
milked but twice a day. During the 
twenty-four days of three-time milk- 
ing, Pearl Ertel gave 1152 lbs. of milk, 
or 144 gallons. This, at 40 cents per 
gallon, returned $57.60. The feed cost 
for twenty-four days was $11.86, mak- 
ing a net profit in July of $45.74. Dur- 
ing August, when she was milked 
twice daily, this cow produced 124 gal- 
lons which at 40 cents a gallon, made 
a total return of $49.60. The cost of 
feed was $13.80, making the net profit 
for August, $35.77. These profits do

not include the labor Gordon put in on 
feeding, watering, milking and caring 
for the animal, neither does it include 
interest on the investment of the an- 
imal and the cost of raising her from 
a calf. It does show, however, that 
if cost and production records are” 
kept and the animal has a reasonably 
good production, being preferably a 
purebred, a profit can be made. 

In addition to milk, there is another 
avenue of returns, namely, that from 
the sale of calves, which naturally 
command a good price if production 
ancestry is good. It was reported that 
an offer of $500 was made for one of 
the Club calves when it was two 
months old. As it was foundation 
stock for the future herd, however, 
the offer was not accepted. 

Clubs of this character make the 
ground work of _ future _live-stock 
breeders and should be encouraged in 
any district that is adapted to them, 
breeders generally are needed.

MORE ABOUT THE NEW 
WORLD’S CHAMPION 
Another World’s championship pro- 
duction record for dairy cows of all 


breeds has_ been broken. Queen 
Bessie Pietertje Ormsby, a_ senior 
two-year-old purebred Holstein, who 


recently completed a yearly test pe- 
riod in the herd of C. L. Spaulding at 
Warren, Minnesota, with a record of 
24,587.6 pounds milk and _ 895.63 
pounds butterfat, equivalent to 1,119.5 
pounds butter, is the new, leader for 
cows of her class. Her record dis- 


places the former World’s record 
over all breeds held by Pontiac 
Irene, also a _ purebred Holstein, 


owned by the State Hospital at Pon- 
tiac, Michigan. 

The new champion began her test 
in high condition at calving time a 
year ago after a thorough fitting pe- 
riod. Her fitting grain ration con- 
sisted of approximately two parts 
bran, two parts’ oats, one part 
hominy, one part barley, two parts 
gluten and two parts of oil meal. She 
consumed daily around 15 pounds of 
this mixture made moist by the addi- 
tion of molasses and water. During 
the test period her grain mixture was 
made up approximately of three parts 
bran, two parts oats, two parts corn, 
one part barley, one part gluten and 
two parts oil meal. Of this mixture 
she consumed about 20 pounds daily 
throughout the year. This ration 
was made into a heavy slop by the 
addition of a molasses and water 
mixture. In addition, she consumed 
about 30 pounds daily of wet beet 
pulp. During the fall and winter she 
received about 20 pounds sliced raw 
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potatoes a day as well as 20 pounds 
silage and all the alfalfa hay she 
would clean up. In summer she was 
out on sweet clover pasture about 
three hours a day. She received all 
the water she would drink every day.

While they were~un- 
fortunate in many of their selections 
of foundation animals, they are now 
on the right track, and by rigid weed-

The accompanying electrotype 
from a very accurate photograph of 
the splendid young show bull, Sir 
Segis Uniform Belle 418898, which 
was owned by E. A. Powell and stood 
in the Lakeside herd, was considered 
an unusually fine specimen of the 
breed. 

He was sold last week to Messrs. 
Geo. E. LaVine and Horace N. Clark, 
of Potsdam, N. Y., after the former 
gentleman had canvassed very 
thoroughly the whole country with 
the view of securing the best individ- 
ual when type, pedigree and produc- 
tion all were considered to be found. 
He visited Lakeside herd two or 
three times and after inspecting what 
he considered the best herds in the 
country, he decided on this bull. 

In lines of breeding, as well as in- 
dividuality, I consider him one of the 
best. The dam of sire has a record 
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of 40.51 lbs. butter in 7 days, while 
the dam of the bull as a four-year- 
old has a record of 32.45 lbs. butter 
in 7 days, making an average of 36 
lbs.

port a new high record for Canadian 
four-year-olds on their great young 
cow, Maggie Calamity Hartog, No, 
70869C, whose figures are given ag 
1,394.76 lbs. butter from 31,193 Ibs 
milk at the age of 4 years, 11 months, 
17 days. She displaces as Canadian 
Champion in the four-year-old class 
another Llenroc heifer, Jemima Jo. 
hanna Segis with 1,175 lbs. butter 
from 26,370 lbs. milk. She is the first 
Canadian heifer under full age to 
produce over 30,000 Ibs. milk and is 
the second highest senior four-year. 
old of any breed in the world for 
year’s butter, being headed only by 
Grahamholm Colantha Pauline Segis 
with 1,426.75 lbs. butter from 34,291.8 
Ibs. milk. The Llenroc heifer stand. 
ing second for butter and fourth for 
milk in her class, is tied for second 
place for combined milk and butter 
with Princess Aaggie Polkadot De 
Kol, who ranks third for butter and 
third for milk. 

At the beginning of her year, the 
new Canadian champion made a short 
time record of 31.38 lbs. butter from 
763.5 lbs. milk in seven days and 
129.09 butter from 3,192 lbs. milk in 
thirty days her best day’s milk being 
114.5 lbs. This is one of the best sen- 
ior four-year-old records for both milk 
and butter ever made in Canada and 
it was made shortly after finishing a 
three-year-old year record of 916.25 
lbs. butter from 23,650 Ibs. milk. 

While not exactly a member of the 
Jemima family, Maggie Calamity Har- 
tog comes in part of the same breed- 
ing that produced Jemima Johanna of 
Riverside, being strong in Posch 
blood.

New 30,000-Ib. Cow and Others 

Detroit Creamery Farms at Mt. 
Clemens, Michigan, report a 30,000- 
lb. record on their great cow, Martha 
Vindetta De Kol 3d, her figures being 
given as 30,571.8 lbs. milk containing 
1,081.07 Ibs. butter. Although this is 
the second highest milk record in the 
state, her owners had expected a 
somewhat larger record, both for 
milk and for butter, but she unfor- 
tunately had bad luck during her last 
two months. In her first 278 days 
she produced 25,987.1 lbs. milk con- 
taining 914.71 lbs. butter. 

Another good record finished at De- 
troit Creamery the first part of the 
present month is that of Denova 
Pontiac Emblagaard, with 1,154.78 
lbs. butter from 28,811.8 Ibs. milk. 
Both these great producers milked 
well over 700 lbs. in a week on offi- 
cial test. 

New high figures in class for milk 
production in the state of Michigan 
are also reported from this farm. The 
new State Champion senior three- 
year-old is Rag Apple Prilly Ondine 
with 24,280.4 lbs. milk containing 
913.65 lbs. butter. She displaces as 
State Champion in this class, Flint 
Sadie Vale Girl with 22,747.9 lbs., 
who made her record for W. W.

Lady Dorothy’s.Parthenia Butterfly, 
a South African Friesian, has made a 
record of 30,004 lbs. milk containing 
1,254 lbs. fat or 1,567.5 lbs. 80 per 
cent butter, according to an advertise- 
ment in the November number of the 
British Friesian Journal. According 
to this report, she is still milking 7 
gallons (70 lbs.) daily, testing 4.18 
per cent, which may possibly mean 
that her year is not yet completed. 
This is her second record above 30,- 
000 lbs. milk, her first being 30,495 lbs. 
milk containing 1,139 lbs. fat or 1,- 
423.75 lbs. butter. Her largest record 
for fat is exceeded by only three 
cows of the breed, the three sensa- 
tional Canadians, De Kol Plus Segis 
Dixie, Agassiz Segis May Echo and 
Bella Pontiac. In four years, start- 
ing as a three-year-old, she has pro- 
duced 99,878 Ibs. milk containing 3,- 
817.7 lbs. fat and was a winner of 
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the Trevor Williams Gold Trophy for 
the heaviest milking cow in South 
Africa. Her picture as shown in the 
“Journal” and which we hope to have 
for later publication, shows a big, 
square cow of immense apparent ca- 
pacity. 





Frazier Herd Has Successful Show

Herd at Middletown, Indiana, has 
been a consistent winner at Indiana, 
Illinois and Ohio shows for the past 
four or five years, writes that he en- 
joyed a_i particularly successful 
season this Fall, covering thirteen 
fairs in the middle west and south.

chusetts and New York. Two of them were bred in New 
York, two in Ontario, and one each in Idaho, Minnesota 
and Massachusetts. 

Twenty-one different states and Canadian provinces 
have developed 1000-lb. fat producers. California now 
heads the list with seventeen Dairy Queens that have 
made twenty records above 1000 lbs. fat. Minnesota ranks 
next with sixteen cows that have made seventeen records. 
Ohio is third with twelve, none of them repeaters and On- 
tario follows with nine cows and ten records. The three 
Canadian provinces of Ontario, Quebec and British Colum- 
bia, have together produced twelve Dairy Queens with 
fourteen 1000-lb. records, which would put Canada as a 
whole, ahead of any of the states except California and 
Minnesota. The following list gives the states and prov- 
inces that have developed producers of 1000 lbs. fat of the 
Holstein breed, other breeds not being included in any 
of the tabulations or other statements in connection with 
this story, unless specifically mentioned.

(Continued from page 13) 


they could not be met by the increase; hence it became 
necessary to decrease the consumption in this country. 

“By a combination of decrease in consumption and 
increase in production we were able by 1919 to export a 
quantity of butter, cheese, and condensed milk which re- 
quired for their making almost 2% billion pounds of milk. 
In that year, however, the lack of credit very largely 
stopped our exports, and the following year only a little 
more than one-fifth as much was exported. Since that 
time our exports have decreased and our imports in- 
creased until now the balance is in favor of other nations 
of the world. 

“Because we are such large producers and consumers 
of dairy products, even a considerable foreign trade is 
only small compared with the domestic trade. Neverthe- 
less, the effect upon our prices is so great as to raise the 
question of why we should not be self-supporting in dairy 
production; why, with our opportunities of greatly in- 
creasing production, we should be depending more and 
more upon other nations of the world to supply us with 
our needs in those important food products. 

“Dairying has many factors involved in the quantity 
of production for a particular year, that are not under 
the control of the producer. This year is a splendid 
example of that condition. The enormous increases in 
production of dairy products are not due to plans of the 
producers, and can not be accounted for by the increase 
in dairy cattle. By an abundance of relatively cheap 
grain and with most remarkable pasture conditions 
throughout a long production period, a supply of milk 
has been obtained beyond any expectation. 

“The difficulty is that a plan to get a certain quantity 
of products under unfavorable conditions may result in 
producing, in favorable years, more than is expected or 
needed. Instead of having our markets and our prices 
determined by the desire and ability of our people to buy 
these products, the price is determined very largely by 
the ability and desire of persons of other countries to 
buy, and unless their purchasing power and desire are 
greater than those of our people, this surplus will depress 
the price of our entire production in this country. 

“Not only is the difference in ability and desire to 
buy sure to affect our prices, but in addition the cost of 
putting our product upon foreign markets must decrease 
our net price by at least a part of that cost. It would 
seem therefore from the standpoint of our industry that 
a relatively small importation of dairy products would 
have a favorable result upon the industry. In other 
words we are better off to produce a little less, and not 
be obliged to market a surplus on the world’s market with 
the resulting depression of our total production. We do 
have concern, of course, that the amount of importation 
shall not be large enough to affect prices to a point which 
will make dairying unprofitable. During the last two 
years the importations of butter and cheese have had 
noticeable influence upon our industry. nevertheless prices 
have been relatively good until recent months, when we 
changed from an importing to an exporting nation as far 
as butter is concerned. 

“At times the prices have been depressed by importa- 
tions, but never in recent years have they been so 
seriously affected as at the present time when we are 
exporting, and the prices now are based not upon the 
cost of production in this country, not upon the ability of 
our people to buy, but upon the buying ability of people 
in other countries, and by at least a part of the cost of 
putting our butter into foreign markets. 

“It is easy to see’ at the present time why we are not 
regeiving butter from other countries, when it is recalled 
that a year ago high-quality butter in New York was from 
10 to 13 cents a pound above the price of similar butter 
in London, while at the present time the New York price 
is ranging from 6 to 10 cents below the London price. 

“The two vital factors in the situation the coming 
year, therefore, are whether or not production next year 
will be as great in this country, relatively, as last year; 
and second, whether other dairy nations have~ stimulated 
production to a point that will more than take care of 
the countries of the world other than the United States. 
“Concerning the first proposition, it may be said that 
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many factors, all working in the same direction ro 

tributed to the very great production in this country ae 
ing 1924. Feeds were cheap, grass unusually abundam 
over a large territory of the country, and prices of othes 
agricultural products were relatively low, which enco = 
aged milking of cows on farms that were not primarily 
or usually producers of this product, and the season Ww r 
unfavorable for the consumption of ice cream. » 

“From the standpoint of production, therefore th 
outlook for the coming year may be materially changed, 
due to the increased price of feeds and the lessening of 
the pressure in some sections for farmers to milk, who j 
the past have done so of necessity, and due also to the 
kind of weather that we shall have during the coming 
season. It seems probable that we could not expect this 
same combination of circumstances to continue through 
another year, so it is reasonable to assume that produe- 
tion will not go on at the same rate to which it increased 
during the year 1924. The experience of this year hag 
shown the enormous amount of dairy products that this 
country is,capable of consuming. With the relatively 
small amount of apparent surplus this year, we Shall 
not produce during 1925 more than is needed for our own 
people. The second question, therefore, that is of eon. 
cern, is the production of other countries and the Possi- 
bility of dairy products coming to our country in suffi. 
cient quantities to seriously depress conditions here. 

“We are at the present time back to about the same 
amount of trade between nations in butter as before the 
war, while with condensed milk and cheese we are now 
away ahead of the pre-war trade. 

“Although the same amount of butter goes into world 
trade as before, it is important to note the very great 
change that has taken place in the exporting mations 
Denmark, which was the leading exporter of butter before 
the war, not only has maintained her high level, but 
actually increased her offerings to other nations by over 
50 million pounds more than in pre-war years. All of the 
other countries of Europe, and Siberia, have greatly de. 
creased their exports, while the countries of the Southern 
hemisphere have increased exports to keep up the supply 
which the European countries have failed to furnish. 

“The free movement of products between nations 
which has developed during and since the war, has a 
stabilizing effect upon prices. 

“Of equal importance, is the matter of the importing 
nations, or those that receive butter for consumption. 
Germany imported more than 111 million pounds before 
the war, while for the past year her imports were less 
than 4 million pounds. When it is known that Germany’s 
producing capacity has been greatly decreased during and 
since the war, the need for even larger importations than 
before the war is obvious. 

“The greatest chance for absorption of the world’s 
surplus of butter, at least, seems to be Germany, and with 
even the small progress made in credit conditions the 
present year, her importations of butter have increased 
greatly, indicating the possibility of still larger quantities 
going to that country during the coming year.”

It is very true that there is not a 
very active market for ordinary bulls 
and Holstein cattle in general; but 
there has not been a time for several 
years at least when real high-class 
animals, both male and female, have 
been in so great a demand as at the 
present time. By high-class animals 
we mean animals of good type 
backed by good yearly or ten month’s 
records carrying a good percentage 
of butterfat. 

We are very glad that Mr. Hodges

Cows that give 10,000 or more 
pounds of milk in a year return their 
owners about four times as much 
profit as cows that give only from 
4,000 to 6,000 pounds of milk, accord- 
ing to records collected by dairymen 
of the College of Agriculture from 
one of the score or more of cow test- 
ing associations in the state.

Every animal that 
went to make up the herd originally was selected with extreme care and 
passed on by a nationally known cattle expert. Intensely bred Homestead 
sires of unusually godd type were purchased to mate on the herd—with the 
result that Kelly’s cattle herd today represents the last work in type plus 
production. This statement is not made to mislead. The achievements of 
the herd in the past few years will bear us out fully. The official work 
carried on in the herd—particularly, in the long time, has been nothing short 
of spectacular, ranging from 800 pounds butter to 1000 a vear including two- 
year-old heifer performances.

SUPERVISED FOR T. B. 


More than 8,000,000 cattle through- 
out the country are now under super- 
yision for the eradication of tubercu- 
Metate and Federal veterinarians are 
carrying this work forward at the rate 
of nearly a half-million cattle tested 
each month. A recent summary pre- 
pared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture on the work up to 
the end of September, reports that 
449,484 cattle were tuberculin tested 
during that month. Of this number, 
16,732—about the usual proportion— 
were found to be tuberculous. Ani- 
mals found to be diseased are immed- 
jately segregated for slaughter in ac- 
cordance with regulations governing 
the disposal of such animals which 
are sources of infection. 

States most active in the current 
work are shown by the report to be: 
lowa, where during September, 64,079 
cattle were tested; New York, with 
54,238; Wisconsin, with 45,954; and 
Illinois, with 43,438 cattle tested. 

The large number of cattle owners 
who have placed their animals on the 
waiting list shows that the work is 
popularly supported. At the end of 
September, this list included 2,681,543 
cattle. The limited official forces en- 
gaged in this work are making stren- 
uous efforts to comply with the in- 
creasing demand for tuberculin test- 
ing. 





HONOR ROLL OF 300-LB. HERDS 


Annual yield per cow is the most 
vital factor in cost and therefore 
profit in milk and cream production. 
Markets may determine price but the 
cow owner controls the costs. Lower 
costs increase profits or make a profit 
at lower selling prices.

His 
herd has won high honors in Northwestern show rings year after year and 
is also recognized as one of the great producing herds of that section. The 
sale is under the auspices of the Washington State Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation, and the sale will be auctioneered by George A. Gue, of Auburn, Wash.

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State agricultural colleges. Not only 
pave these associations made it pos- 
sible for farmers with small herds to 
obtain the services of sires with high- 
production ancestry, but they have 
stimulated them to adopt better dairy- 
jing methods and to improve their 
equipment. 

That the expense of securing good 
pulls is often surprisingly low, has 
peen shown in the Douglass County 
(Minn.) Bull Association, one of the 
oldest organizations of the kind in the 
country, having been formed in 1910. 
In one of the blocks of this associa- 
tion, known as the Schelin block, the 
total expenditure for bulls from the 
beginning up to and including 1923, 
has been $456.85. From the beginning 
there have been seven members in 
this block, and consequently the total 
cost to each member, exclusive of 
maintenance of the bulls, has been 
$65.26, or the small sum of $4.66 a 
year. In this cost is included $1 a 
year membership fee since 1917. 

A recent report from one of these 
associations in the Mesilla Valley, N. 
Mex., indicates how some of them ad- 
vertise the good qualities of their 
pulls by exhibiting them at shows. 
One of their bulls was first in his 
class and grand champion at the In- 
ternational Fair, El Paso, Tex.; and a 
yearling was given second place in 
his class. A new association formed 
at Spokane, Wash., has decided that 
no bulls will be purchased whose 
dams have production records of less 
than 600 lbs. of fat in a year. 

An indication of the influence an as- 
sociation may have on the improve- 
ment of equipment comes from Farm- 
ington, Utah. This 11-block associa- 
tion has provided 10 of the blocks 
with safe-keeper bull pens, where the 
animals may be handled with the min- 


imum of danger and where they may . 


be kept in good condition. This new 
feature has attracted much attention 
and has helped to advertise the activ- 
ities of the organization.

BUSINESS CONDITIONS 


Report by Department of Agricul- 
tural Economics, Cornell University, 
Oct. 25, 1924 

Consumption of most commodities 
has continued at a high level in 1924, 
but for some time _ storekeepers, 
wholesalers and manufacturers have 
bought only to meet their immediate 
needs. This “hand-to-mouth” policy 
has checked production, and business 
is below normal. When business ac- 
tivity begins, the demand will be 
greater than consumption, because 
throughout the channels of trade 
there will be a tendency to buy not 
only for immediate needs, but for the 
future as well. Just as the caution 
in buying decreases orders below the 
rate of consumption, so active buy- 
ing provides more orders than are 
necessary to supply the consumption 
of the day. 

Apparently improvement in_ busi- 
ness conditions has begun. There has 
been slight recovery in the manufac- 
ture of textiles, steel, and railway 
equipment. 

















Weekly earnings of factory work- 
ers are 7 points above the low of the 
year. Fisher’s index of the general 
price level stands at 152, six points 
above the June index. The United 
States Bureau of Labor Statistics in- 
dex of wholesale prices is 4 points 
above the June level. 

Interest rates on 4 to 6 months 
commercial paper in September were 
about half of the pre-war rates. This 
shows the strength of the banking 
situation and shows how keenly 
short-time investments are _ being 
sought. Ultimately such low interest 
rates stimulate business activity. Ap- 
parently this stimulus has begun to 
be effective. Judging by the vari- 
ous index numbers, a considerable in- 
crease in business activity seems 
likely to occur by next spring. All 
the signs suggest that the year 1925 
is likely to be a year of activity in 
city industries. 

Farm Prices 

The index number of prices of all 
farm products for the Onited States 
rose from 134 in June to 146 in Au- 
gust, and then fell to 137 in Septem- 
ber. The decline was due primarily 
to large decreases in the prices of 
cotton and potatoes. The index num- 
ber for all farm products is about the 
same as last year. Some things have 
risen just enough to offset declines in 
others. 

Farm products for which the price 
index numbers advanced were: beans, 
sweet potatoes, onions, apples, eggs, 
sheep, lambs, and wool. 

Products for which the price index 
fell were: corn, oats, wheat, barley, 
rye, buckwheat, flaxseed, cotton, hay, 
potatoes, chickens, butter, milk cows, 
beef cattle and hogs. 

The index number of prices paid 
to producers for food in the United 
States, although it declined from 132 
in August to 129 in September, is 
well above the low of 118 in April 
and May of this year. A year ago 
this index number was 122 or 7 
points below the index this year. 
This approximately represents the 
amount of change in the situation for 
northern farmers as a whole. In the 
Northwest, the improvement has 
been much more than the average fig- 
ures indicate. In other regions such 
as the dairy regions of the East, no 
improvement in prices has occurred. 

The price index for North Dakota 
is 19 points above September of last 
year. The improvement is even more 
than this indicates because the quan- 
tity of wheat for sale is much greater 
than last year. The price index for 
Iowa is 14 points above September 
last year, but in this case the im- 
provement is less than the prices in- 
dicate because the supply of hogs 
and corn for sale is less than last 
year. In New York the index num- 
ber is 22 points below September last 
year. ; 

Although the prices paid to farm- 
ers for food have risen 11 points 
above the low of last spring, food at 
retail is only 6 points above last 
Spring. This follows the general 
principle discussed in Farm _ Eco- 
nomics No. 14, that changes in farm 
prices are greater than changes in 
retail prices, since handling charges 
change very little.
